Highway Commission, in its annual 
report to Gov. 
Hyde, 
made public 
yesterday, 
reiterates 
its appeal for 
authority to plan for a construction 
program of $15,000,000 a year, 
de- 
pite Hyde’s action in refusing last 
December to convene the Legislature 
in 
extraordinary 
session to confer 
such authority 
and 
to provide 
the 
necessary revenue to sustain 
the 
arger program. 
The com m ission also expresses a 
fear that maintenance 
may 
suffer 
this year, and certainly next 
year, 
from insufficient funds, because 
no 
money from the present sources of 
road 
revenue 
could properly 
be 
used for maintenance next year, un­ 
til after June 30, unless receipts dur- 
ng the early pari of the year 
ex­ 
ceeded all expectations. 
For under the Constitution, 
be­ 
fore any money goes to maintenance, 
cost of collecting and bond selling, 
cost of 
department 
administration 
and bond interest and sinking 
fund 
payments must have been met 
for 


the year. 
It is considered probable that ev­ 
ery cent available for maintenance 
this year will have been expended by 
the end of 1924, which 
will 
leave 
that phase of the road work in doubt­ 
ful condition for the next year. The 
maintenance fund 
holds 
$1,222,023 
and if the money comes in, a m axi­ 
mum of $666,328 additional could be 
spent under the appropriation. 
All 
of this would be far too little to do 
what is needed, engineers estim ate. 
Report of the commission consists

AMERICA MAY QUIT FEEDING 
GERMANS ’CAUSE OF BLUNDER 


Washington, Feb. 7.-—'Representa­ 
tion by the State Department to Ber­ 
lin, the recall or resignation of 
Am­ 
bassador Wiedfeldt and abandonment 
of relief measures for Germany are 
likely sequels to the German blunder 
jn ordering its embassy not to half- 
mast its flag in honor 
of 
W'oodrow 
Wilson. 
Both the State 
Department 
and 
the embassy today refused to discuss 
the niater, but it 
was learned in well 
informed quarters that the incident 
was not entirely closed. 
It was learned also that the Ber­ 
lin government 
sent 
forceful 
in- 
strutions not to participate under any 
circumstances officially in the Wilson 
mourning. 
When Ambassador Jusserand 
of 
France asked other diplomats to con­ 
tribute to a wreath Wiedfeldt did so 
out of his personal fund. 
The orders from Berlin were 
in 
reply to a message from Wiedfeldt 
that W’ilson’s death was inevitable, 
with recommendations that the em ­ 
bassy 
should 
take part in 
official 
mourning. 
Berlin’s flat rejection left no loop­ 
hole except to state that Wiedfeldt 
could participate in his personal ca­ 
pacity. 
This, however, did not per­ 
mit the German ambassador to half- 
mast the flag. 
He may, however, re ­ 
sign as a sacrifice to his foreign of­ 
fice blunder. 
In Congress and among American 
legion men indignation still 
runs 
high. 
Congress is being appealed to 
appropriate money for relief 
of 
Germans in the Ruhr and authorize 
a loan to Germany.

New York, w here H oratio Seymour 
of the Em pire S tate and F ra n k 
P. 
B lair of St. l,ouis were 
nominated. 
•Appomattox and the Fam ous Apple 
T ree’, though there was 
no 
apple 
tree, defeated the tax-reduction ap ­ 


peal. 
‘Rum, Romanism and Rebellion de­ 
feated Jam es G. Blaine in 1884 and 
gave the United States a very g re a t 
President, Grover 
Cleveland. 
Now, 
if th e Republicans care to adopt for 
1924 the Democratic slogan ot 1868, 
why not let the D em ocrats take 
a 
cue from the alliterative w ord-trium 
v irate of 1884? 
The donkey m ight 
do worse for itself than to go 
about 
braying T ariff, Teapot and Treaeh 
e ry ’ into the ears of the discomfited 
e le p h a n t- Post-Dispatch. 


The art of soap m aking is a very 
old one, gding back as far as 
the 
first or second century of the C hris­ 
tian era, 
and 
perhaps 
even before 
that. 
The earliest authentic 
re fe r­ 
ence we have to soap is by the elder 
Pliny who met his death during the 
eruption of Vesuvius in 79 A. 
D. He 
says of it: 
“Thus is an invention of 
the Gauls fo r giving a red color to 
the hair. 
It is made from tallow and 
wood ashes. 
3 he best is m ade from 
goats tallow and beech wood ashes. 
There are two kinds, hard and liquid. 
Both kinds are in use am ong the G er­ 
m ans and are used more by the men 
than by the wom en.” As Pilnys work 
m ay be regarded as a comprehensive 
encyclopedia of the knowledge of his 
day, it appears th a t the cleansing val­ 
ue of soap was unknown a t that time, 
Otherwise it would have been record­ 
ed. 
But the only other use for 
it 
which he m entions, is for trea tin g 
scrofulous sores. 
The rem ains of a soap factory, with 
soap in a perfect state of p rese rv a­ 
tion, is said to have been unearthed 
a t Pompeii, which would indicate that 
it was in very wide use am ong 
the 
andients. 
But there is no evidnece 
that it was used for purposes other 
than those given by Pilny. 
This is 
borne out by the fact th a t 
although 
a g rea t deal is known about the ela­ 
borate bathing establishm ents of the 
ancient Romans, there does not seem 
to be any mention anyw here 
of 
the 
use of soap in them. 
The first positive inform ation 
we 
have of the use of soap as a cleans­ 
ing medium is in the second century 
A. D. Claudius Galen, who was born 
in Asia Minor and passed much 
of 
his time in Rome, where he was re ­ 
nowned as a physician, .said th a t soap 
acted medicnally by 
rem oving 
the 
dirt from the body and clohtes. 
E arl­ 
ier references m ade to soap in 
the 
Bible probably refer to the ashes 
of 
vegetable m a tte r containing alkaiin 


carbonate. 
T here is no evidence th a t it 
was 
known to the A ssyrians .or 
Egyp- 
tions, nor to hte ancient E astern civi­ 
lization of the Chinese. 
A pparenty 
the O rientals did not learn to use 
it 
until im ported by them from Europe. 
The production of soap did not de­ 
velop greatly until after the fourteen­ 
th century. N orthern Spain and M ar­ 
seilles became 
the 
chief producing 
centehs and n atu rally the soap 
was 
made of olive oil, as this was 
-he 
m ost readily available and abundant 
fat. 
Castile or Marseilles soap, made 
solely from olive oil and ly, became 
ju sty renowned, for it was the best 
and purest soap. 
But much of it to­ 
day contains ittle or no olive od, and 
the term ‘«Castile” as applied to soap 
today 
does 
not necessarily denote 
either purity or excelence. 
Any real development of soap-m ak­ 
ing as an «industry was impossible un­ 
til the revolutionary discovery of Le- 
balnc (about 1790) of m aking sodium 
carbonate from common salt, 
made 
possible the large scale production of 


soda. 
Soap-m aking in this country 
was 
ong practiced 
as 
a 
household art. 
E a ry 'in the nineteenth century it be­ 
gan* to develop into a separate indus­ 
try. 
The industry has shown a con­ 
tinuous and rapid grow th and today 
about two and one-half billion pounds 
of soap are produced annually in the 


United States.

Devigne offers geographical,

The art of soap making is a very 
old one, g«<ing back as far as 
the 
first or second century of the Chris­ 
tian era, 
and 
perhaps 
even before 
that. 
The earliest authentic 
refer­ 
ence we have to soap is by the elder 
*liny who met his death during th«* 
eruption of Vesuvius in 79 A. 
D. He 
says of it: 
“Thus is an invention of 
the Gauls for giving a red color to 
the hair. 
It is ma«le from tallow and 
wood ashes. 
The best is made from 
goats tallow and lieech wood ashes. 
There are two kinds, hard and liquid. 
Both kinds art in use among the Ger­ 
mans and nr«* used more by the men 
than by the women.” As Pilnys work 
may In* regarded as a comprehensive 
encyclopedia of the knowledge of his 
day, it appears that the cleansing val­ 
ue of soap w as unknown at that time, 
otherwise it would have been record 
ed. 
But the «»nly other use for 
it 
which he mentions, is for treating 
scrofulous sores. 
The remains of a soap factory, with 
soap in a perfect state of preserva­ 
tion, is said to have l>een unearthed 
at Pompeii, which would indicate that 
it was in very wide use among 
the 
andients. 
But there is no evidnece 
that it was used for purposes other 
than those given by Pilny. 
This is 
borne out by the fact that 
although 
a great deal is known about the ela- 
borate bathing establishments of the 
ancient Romans, there <lot*s not seem 
to be any mention anywhere 
of 
the 
us»e of soap in them. 
The first positive information 
we 
have of the use of soap as a cleans­ 
ing medium is in the second century 
A. 1). Claudius Galen, who was horn 
in Asia Minor and passed much 
of 
his time in Rome, where he was re­ 
nowned as a physician, said that soap 
acted medicnally by 
removing 
the 
dirt from the body and clohtes. 
Earl­ 
ier references made to soap in 
the 
Bible probably refer to the ashes 
of 
vegetable m atter containing alkaiin 
carbonate. 
There is no evidence that it 
was 
known to the Assyrians .or 
F^gyp 
tions, nor to hte ancient F^astern civi­ 
lization of the Chinese. 
Apparenty 
the Orientals did not learn to use 
until imported by them from F’urope 
The production of soap did not de­ 
velop greatly until after the fourteen­ 
th century. Northern Spain and Mar 
seilles became 
the 
chief producing 
centehs and naturally the soap 
was 
made of olive oil, as this was 
the 
most readily available and abundant 
fat. 
Castile or Marseilles soap, made 
solely from olive oil and ly, became 
justy renowned, for it was the best 
and purest soap. 
But much of it to 
day contains it tie or no olive oil, and 
the term “Castile" as applied to soap 
today 
does 
not necessarily denote 
either purity or excelence. 
Any real development of soap-mak 
ing as an 'industry was impossible un 
til the revolutionary discovery of Le 
Jtmlnc (about 1790) of making sodium 
carbonate from common salt, 
made 
possible the large scale production of 
stnla. 
Soap-making in this country 
was 
ong practiced 
as 
a 
household art 
Kary 'in the nineteenth century it be­ 
gan to develop into a separate indus 
try. 
The industry has shown a con 
tinuous and rapid growth and today 
about two and one-half billion pounds 
of soap are produced annually in the 
United States.

germ inate pretty 
well, but it is so easy to test the g e r­ 
mination 'in advance that there is lit­ 
tle excuse for sowing poor seed. 
If 1(H) or 200 average seeds 
are 
counted out and laid on a plate 
be­ 
tween pieces of moist cloth or blot­ 
ting paper and the plate set aw ay in 
a 
room where the tem p eratu re 
is 
65 to 80 degrees F., the seed will be­ 
gin to sprout in htree or four days, 
and in a week the value of the seed 
so far as germ ination is concerned 
can be 
definitely 
determined. 
The 
germ ination 
of 
clover 
seed, even 
when the sample is good, will depend 
som ewhat on the 
num ber 
of 
hard 
seeds present. 
A sample of 
good 
seed should test som ething like 
90 
per cent, wit hat least several of the 
rem aining seed* hard at the close of 
the 10-day test period. 
However, even if the germ ination 
of seed is good g reat care should be 
taken to find out 
if 
possible where 
the seed was grown, since the work 
of the departm ent 
has 
also shown 
that red clover grown in Italy is not 
adapted to most of the United States 
and should not be us**d in the ea st­ 
ern United State*.

prevent getting Italian seed is to buy 
from a reliable firm or organization 
and to insist that you do not
